during the late afternoon just before sunset. 


in a mannersto get the full benefit 
of spraying. 

He said the spray is effective 
while in the air, and the best 
speed of travel for this is at 
approximately 10-15 miles per 
hour, Going too fast causes the 
spray to. go up and going 100 
slow causes il to go down; there- 
fore, speed is a very important 
aspect in quality spraying. 

It is also important to use a 
good chemical for spraying, and 
Richards said the City of Elba 
has found that’ Permethrin 80% 
works best. With mosquitoes 
being most active in late after- 
noon or early evening, he said 
the spraying is done for about 
four hours, five days a week, 


beginning just before sunset. 

“Spraying for about 20 hours 
per week seems to keep the mos- 
quitoes-under control,” Richards 
said. “And, we focus heavily on 
areas that are real wet with stand- 
ing water.” 

He also said areas with piles 
of tires are good breeding 
grounds for mosquitoes, there- 
fore, the city. puts an extra 
focus on these areas, especially 
near businesses that deal with 
tires. And, he said briquettes 
are used to kill the larvae. 

“Elba is in good: shape in 
regards to its mosquito control,” 
Richards said. “I didn’t realize 
how far ahead of other places we 
are until I attended that class.”

Bigger not always 
better in turkey 
loads 


That wise old gobbler that we will soon be going after with our 
seductive little love calls didn’t get wise by rushing right up to 
every sound that resembled a love starved little hen. He is going to 
be very careful about getting too close until he is sure it’s the real 
thing. That's when we must know the effective range of our shot- 
gun and turkey shells. 

How our pilgrim forefathers ever got a gobbler close enough to 
(urn him into Thanksgiving dinner using those black powder blun- 
derbussés' is’ beyond’ me. Maybe our ancestor was wiggling “his 
head behind a log and the Gobbler thought that big black stovepipe 
hat was a frisky hen. Who knows, that may have been the first 
turkey decoy. 

We have come from blunderbuss to the modern shotgun with an 
array of specialty turkey Shot shells that keeps getting longer and 
holding more shot. But is bigger always better? Maybe not always 
when it comes to turkey loads. 

Several months back I was at an annual conference of outdoor 
writers and gun’ industry representatives. The roundtable discus- 
sion at social hour turned to turkey loads and chokes. One point 
that was brought out was that the 31/2 inch 12 gauge load, while a 
good turkey load, may not be as superior as some think. It has 
roughly 35 percent more shot than the 23/4-inch magnum load, but 
that doesn’t translate to 35 percent more shot. getting to the head 
and neck area of a gobbler. Many of the additional shot are lost as 
flyers and won't remain in the pattern because they are mashed and 
deformed at ignition, 

Another point was the recoil generated by the 31/2 inch mag- 
num. One writer who does some guiding on the side said he had 
seen several misses that should have been clean kills. He blamed it 
on the hunter developing a severe flinch when firing his 31/2 mag- 
num, 

One arms rep said he favored the 3-inch magnum as an ideal 
compromise between delivering more shot and having a manage- 
able recoil, He also stated he preferred the 15/8 ounce load over the 
2-once load because he got better patterns out of the 15/8 once 
load, His reasoning was that this load had an ample shot charge 
and better penetration because the velocity was about 150 fps 
faster than the 2-ounce load. 

When it came to what size shot to use, these “experts” seemed 
divided between 4,5 and 6 size shot, There was general agreement 
that if using the 23/4-inch shell no.6 shot was needed to cover the 
vital area. When using the 3-inch load, most thought the increased 
payload justified dropping down to no. 5 shot to get adequate coy- 
erage and deeper penetration. The bottom line is every gun should 
be patterned to see what size is best. 

What about chokes? I'll pass on the “experts” opinions on that 
in the next week or two,

Tips on storing winter clothes 


Angela G. Hughes 
County Extension Agent 


With spring here, it’s impor- 
tant to properly treat winter 
clothing for hot weather storage. 
The biggest problems many 
people face when storing winter 
clothing are the carpet beetle 
and clothes moth. These insects 
feed on items made of hair, 
feathers, wool and fur. Once 
these pests are in the home, 
immediate control measures are 
needed or a large infestation will 
result, 

There are a number of ways 
you can protect fabrics from 
insect feeding damage, Dry 
cleaning kills larvae and adult 
clothes moths and carpet bee- 
tles, but it gives no protection 
against reinfestation, Perhaps 
the most common control 
method is to store items in a 
cedar chest with a fumigant like 
mothballs or flakes, i 


ides, 
tatoos, ve wae 


ices of a pest control firm that 
has the equipment, materials 
and experience necessary to 
handle a difficult control job. 

Here are some blanket care 
guidelines that may help. 

For all blankets, read and fol- 
low the manufacturer’s care 
label instructions, if available. 
Pre-treat any heavily soiled 
areas or spots, For best results, 
wash each blanket separately. 
When drying blankets, you may 
need to occasionally rearrange 
large blankets so they dry even- 
ly, 

Non-woven blankets made up 
of synthetic fibers that are 
pressed together and heat bond- 
ed should be machine-washed 
using the gentle cycle, Use a 
high water level and warm water 
setting; then air dry. 

Machine wash wool blankets 
in cold water on the delicate

Improvements approved ston, on Chap 
Coffee County BOE proceeds with capital fund projects

The Coffee County Board of 
Education studied specifications 
provided for three different cap- 
ital funds projects last Thursday 
evening, April 3, and later voted 


to proceed with the projects. 
Kinston, New Brockton and 
Zion Chapel will benefit from 
the projects as the wiring will be 
upgraded at Kinston, air condi; 
tioning will be added to the 
auditorium at New Brockton

and the office area will be 
moved to the front of the build- 
ing at Zion Chapel Elementary. 
Also at Zion Chapel, the library 
will be enclosed with shelving 
added. 

“Even though we ure facing 
tough times ahead, I feel all 
these are projects that we should 
proceed with,” superintendent 
Dr. Linda Ingram said. 

Attending the Thursday 
evening meeting was architect 
Bill Wallace, and he provided 
specifications for the board 
members to look at for each job. 

At Zion Chapel, Wallace also 
recommended going ahead and 
adding-a canopy to the front of 
the building to provide shelter 
for the students in times of rain. 
He said this whole project 
should cost a projected $65,000. 

Wallace said the the air condi- 
tioning project at New Brockton 
should cost about $100,000, and 
the Kinston wiring job should 
be approximately $70,000. 

When asked about the age of 
the existing wiring at Kinston, 
the best answer anyone could 
give was, “it is long overdue.” 

Wallace said the specifica- 
tions for the three projects have 
been submitted to the building 
commission for approval; theres 
fore, he said with the board of 
education's approval, bids could 
be sent out for the projects, He 


also recommended bidding the 
three projects as one package 
which he said will save the 
school system money in the 
long run, 

Upon the recommendation of 
Ingram, the board voted and 
approved a motion to proceed 
with letting the bids for the pro}- 
ects combined in one package, 

Tom Moates addressed. the 
board concerning textbook rec- 
ommendations, and he said the 
books up for renewal include 
career technical books, 

“Career technical education is 
still important,” Moates said. 
“In fact, | think it's more impor- 
tant than the state places on it.” 

He said career technical 

courses include; agriscience, 
business education, family and 
career science and carpentry, 
With a change in curriculum, he 
said it is going to require pur- 
chasing books for the upcoming 
year. 
*\Moates said the textbook 
committee was made-up. of all 
the career technical teachers 
within the school system, and 
after careful review, they pro- 
vided a list of desired books for 
the bourd to consider, 

However, Moates suggested 
adopting every book on the state 
list to allow the teachers to keep
